It is deversi- 
fl«d by mountniu ranges having a trend 
usually north «nd Booth. They may be 
likened to the -waves ol the ocean in con- 
tour. Between them are the corres- 
pondiug valleys o* greater or leas width 
and Buuphed -with limited water chan- 
nels from the adjacent hills and mount- 
ains. Thus far the main operations in 
farming aud general cultivation have 
depended «pop irrigation for the ma- 
taring of the ordinary cerer.Is and gran 
oropn as well an of grain. For a number 
of years, however, attention has been 
drawn to what has seemed to be an in- 
creased annual ruin fall and moderate 
Winters. The utilizing of wuch modi- 
fied conditions has been a problem, but 
by no means tested. It ia believed that 
efforts ought to be tnada to raise Winter 
gruinn, and that heavy crops could ba 
frequently realised upon the arid look- 
ing plains without the aid of irrigation. 
During the present season it would have 
been nearly as practicable to start the 
growth of Wiuter wheat aa in the Eitst- 
eru aud Northwestern States. Had the 
fields been plowed aud seeded daring 
the lutter part of September and fore 
part of October, there is but little doubt 
that tlie grain fields \vould have been 
greea

more severe weather of the Wiuter 
months. 
The grain would then tiiks a 


fresh, Btroug stiirt iu March and main re I 
early enough in June to avoid irrigation. 
Even were it necessary to irrigafe such 
crops for the purpose of starting the 
seed and finally of maturing (he crop, 
it would be in those spasons when the 
water-supply is not particularly needed 
for o'her crops; and beuce would result 
a doubled utilizing of the Ktreums lor 
farm lug purposes, with a vast increase 
of acreags contributing to the full round 
of cereals. 


It would be a reasonably safe enter- 


prise for auy farmer having outlying 
acres, to plow them early in the full and 
use Ijis water supply if necessary to 
•tart the seed. It might frequently 
happen, bowevor that, as already sug- 
gested, irrigation would prove unneces- 
sary. In thnt case his operation would 
be, so to speak, clear gain. It is to bo 
hoped that during the coming season 
pains will be taken by uitiny of our Ne- 
vada farmers to test this mutter, and 
take advantage of the soinetjmes copious 
rains which are precipitate^ iu tho 
cooler periods of the year—precudingnud 
succeeding the more t vigorous "Winter 
months. Should success attend such 
experiments a great step will have been 
taken toward milking Nevada' a leading 
agricultural State,
